grams to 500 major utilities urg- 
ing them to marshal their full 
power resources to minimize 
the possibility of power failures. 


A U.S. Weather Bureau clima- 


tologist, Dr. J. Murray Mitchell 
placed part of the blame for 
the heat wave on the jet strw 
the heat wave on the jet stream, 
saying "it's not undulating, or 
snaking around, as much as it 
ought to." 


The jet stream flows from 


west to east across the continent 
at about 40,000 feet. Usually it 
curves up over Canada and then 
drifts south, dragging cooler air 
into central and eastern parts of 
the nation. But now it's just 
blowing more or less straight 
out into the Atlantic.

traditional midday siesta may 
soon become another relic of 
the country's rich but econom- 
ically depressed past, mainly 
because Peruvians are finding 
little time for such luxuries 
these days.

Q—My doctor has me cm a 


low cholesterol diet as out- 
lined in a booklet published 
by a food manufacturer. The 
list of foods allowed includes 
all kinds of shellfish and all 
kinds of liver. A recent article 
from the American Heart As- 
sociation included both kinds 
of f o o d in the list to be 
avoided. Who is right? 


A—To state the amount of 


cholesterol in various foods is 
easy but to state how impor- 
tant it is in the prevention of 
coronary heart disease is more 
difficult. Vegetable oils con- 
tain no cholesterol and animal 
fats do. The cholesterol con- 
tent of liver is higher than 
that of round steak and losvev 
than that of calves' brains ap- 
petizingly whipped up with 
scrambled eggs. The choles- 
terol content of oysters (325 
milligrams in 100 grams) is 
higher than that of lobster 
(210) and shrimp (150) but 
cod, salmon, tuna, etc., con- 
tain only 50 to 60 milligrams 
in 100 grams. 


All the answers are not yet 


in regarding the e f f e c t of 
your blbod cholesterol level 
on your heart. A prominent 
British doctor showed that he 
could easily lower this level 
with diet, but in a six-year 
study 132 men with coronary 
heart disease maintained on 
such a diet did no better than 
a control group of 132 men 
with coronary disease who ate 
their usual diet.

two-year study put on£ group

Now 
ithe population is less than 20,- 
iOOO, and the number of districts 
jhas shrunk to 7. 


i -Either our concept of fewer 
(and better school dists. through 
consolidation Is wrong, or Mr. 
Brown's office should be abo- 
lished to conserve the tax money 
it wastes. We have kept this is- 
sue before the Hempstead coun- 
ty public for years, and will 
do so in every election cam- 
paign for the County Board of 
Education— where we have to 
nape three of the five members 
in ' order to close out the of- 
fice. Repeatedly the people have 
put two on the board for abo- 
lishment, but never have been 
able to gain majority control. 
The reason for this failure is 
obvious: The Hope district is 
prohibited from voting in three 
of the zones set up by the law 
governing elections to the Coun- 
tjjpoard of Education.
